Washington, D. C., Feb, 7.—After a ten 
year struggle the house today ‘passed a bill 
providing for the purchase and construction 
of American embassies, legations, and con- 
sular buildings abroad. 

The measure was put through under a sus- 
pension of the rules by a standing vote of 
141 to 39, the announcement of the result 
by the speaker being greeted with applauee. 

The senate, which on several occasions in 
the past has adopted simile? bills, is éx- 
pected to ratify today's action of the house. 

Representative Lowden of Illinois, author 
of the bill, led the fight for It, seconded by 
Representative Longworth of Ohio. The op- 
Position to the measure came from the Dém- 
ocratic side. Representative Cullop of In- 
diana and Underwood of Alabama making 
ab principhkl speeches. 


Long Favored, Says Lowden. 

Mr.-Lowden declared that every secretary 
of state from Olney down had urgedithe adop- 
tion of such legislation. 

Mr. Lohgworth said there were only two 
ways of broadening the boope of the Ameri- 
can diplomatic corps and taking it out ot the 
realm of the millionaire. One was to increase 
the salaries so as to enable a comparatively 
poor man to live on a scale with his colleagues 
and the other was to provide him with a suit- 
able house in which to live. 

‘Failure to do either one of these two 
things, said Mr. Longworth, has developed 
in this country an office holding aristocracy 
which isutterly repugnant to a democratic 
form of government—an aristocracy that 
depends not upon birth but upon the might of 
money.”

MAY FIGHT TARIFF BOARD. 


Favorable Attitude on Treaty Believed 
Assured at Ottawa. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Spectal.]—The 
Democrats of the senate have taken a cue 
from ther brethren on the house side and will 
caucus Friday morning on Canadian reci- 
procity and the bill for the creation of a per- 
manent tariff board. 

The rats in the senate, with four or 
five exceptions, are much in favor of caucus 
action for the ratification of the reciprocity 
agreement. 

Senator Bailey of Texas will oppose the 
agreement because of his opposition to the 
doctrine of free-raw materials. He will be 
supported by Senator Smith of Maryland and 
Senator Simmons of North Carolina, who are 
as much opposed now to free lumber as they 
were when they championed the duty on lum- 
ber during the consideration of the Aldrich 
bill. 

The two Louisiana senators, who believe in 
the principle of protection to a degree, also 
may oppose favorable caucus action on the 
agreement. 

Otherwise the Democrats in the senate are 
ready to stand with the Democrats of the 
house in making support of the reciprocity 
bill a party matter. 

It generally is believed the caucus will de- 
clare against the administration bill for the 
creation of a permanent teriff board. The 
only Democrats said to be in favor of this 
measure are Senators Newlands of Neveda 
and Owen of Oklahoma. 


Indorsed by Ottawa Caucus. 
Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 7.—Followers of the 
government.heid a caucus today, at which 
the reciprocity arrangement was considered 
and there was an unanimous expression in 
favor of giving it effect.

THE REPUBLICAN “ORGANIZATION.” 

In 1903 and 1904 the Republican party 
in Cook county was forced’ to reorganize 
itself. It did so by taking control from 
William Lorimer and his associates. It did 
so because of necessity. A new combina- 
tion of the politically powerful was the re- 
sult, with Lorimer at the head of a strong 
minority, which was defeated from time to 
time as need demanded. 

This combination in turn is now on the 

scrap pile, or headed for it“ The defeat of 
last November took away its soundest sup- 
ports in depriving it of county patronage. 
The men who control in the different polit- 
ical divisions of the city may be as firmly 
planted in their divisions as they were be- 
fore. The chances are that most of them 
retain control. But the organization which 
their combination made is dissolving into its 
separate elements. It is ready to be 
“scrapped.” It has served its purpose, 
This is made apparent by the instability 
shown in the last few days. Men who here- 
tofore have been able to agree on candidates 
for organisation support in the primaries 
have demonstrated their present inability or 
disinclination. If it be not in fact the case, 
it is so in appearance that the constituent 
parts of what was the Republican organiza- 
tion are floating about in an effort to 
coalesce. 
Bach division leader has a pleasant vision 
of himself in a conspicuous position of power 
in the new combination, and each is willing 
to make such an alliance as will tend to 
individual aggrandizement. 

The situation can be viewed complacently 
so far as the dissolution of the organization 
is concerned. It is an advantage to the 
voters that Cook county machines do not 
find themselves in the permanency of Tam- 
many but are required from time to time 
to be rebuilt. This necessity produces. a 
caution which generally works beneti v. 

The important question is what kind of 
a combination is to take the place of the 
one which seems to be headed for the scrap 
pile. We do not lament its “ scrapping,” 
but there will be a general concern over 
the subject of reconstruction. The politi-

misread in this community it will not form 
a stable foundation for a combination of 
mere spoils hunters.

field in America. 

The report will be the basis of public, offi- 
celal, and unofficial discussion, and the citi- 
zens should make themselves familiar with 
it in order that they may influence intelli- 
gently the course of action to be taken. 

If the public rights and interests are to be 
rightly consi publie opinion must be 
informed and must make itself felt definite- 
ly and persistently. The work should begin 
as soon as possible and be kept going until 
actual relief is obtained. 3

THE LOCOMOTIVE SMOKE 
NUISANCE. 
The ordinance which aims at the ex- 
tinction of the locomotive smoke nuisance 
should pass. It gives the railroads nearty 
two years in which to mend their ways. It 
during that time they can find out how to 
use steam power in such a manner that 
there shall be no smoke or any noxious 
gases which affect injuriously public health 
or comfort, they can continue to use steam 
power. But if they shall not have accom- 


| plished that by Jan. 1, 1918, then they must 


use some other power—electricity under- 
stood—to move their trains within the city 
limits. 
The adoption of the ordinance would be 
equivalent to serving notice on the railroads 
that the patience of the public has its limits. 
The roads must either appeal to the in- 
ventive skill of the country to devise some 
method of burning soft coal in a locomotive 
whereby smoke and noxious gases will not 
be set loose to the injury of the public 
health, or they must take counsel with the 
electrical experts and work out plans for 
the electrification of terminals. 
We do not want the roads to wait two 
years, their engines smoking systematically 
in the meantimé, and then ask that the on- 
forcement of the ordinance shall be post- 
poned until they shall have had time each 
for itself to investigate the feasibility and 
cost of electrification. The city should have 
in its possession by that time full informa- 
tioh on those points. The Chicago Com- 
merce association began some time ago the 
study of the electrification of terminals. A 
few months ago a promise of municipal co- 
operation was given it. The passage of 
the ordinance should not check the inquiry 
now on foot, but should lead to its being 
pushed more vigorously. For it is almost 
a dead certainty that steam power cannot 
be used for locomotives without creating an 
intolerable nuisance and that electrification 
will be the only way out. 
The roads may maintain their do nothing 
attitude until the ordinance shall become 
operative and then attack it in the courts. 
The city should. be prepared to meet them 
there with ample data as to the effect un 
the public health and comfort of the smoke 
nuisance they create, and also with complete 
evidence of the practicability and the econ- | 
omies of electrification.

OUNT AND COUNTESS STEPHEN 

BE“4LEN, who have accompanied 

Count Apponyi to this country, are 

cousins, members of the same house of 

Bethlen von Bethlen, which received 

ite title of Count in 1696, and which belongs 

to the Hungarian Uradel, which was noble 

at the dawn of Magyar history. The count 

himself is a captain of the Hungarian 

Honved or militia cavalry, and owns several 
estates. 5 : 

But much of the once great wealth of this 
family hae been dissipated, and there is an 
extraordinary story current In Hungary, 
according to which a hundred years ago, at 
the time of the Napoleonic wars, the head 
of the house caused all his money, plate, and 
jewels to be bricked up in the walle of his 
castle to prevent their setzure by the French. 
He died suddenty without revealing the hiding 
place to any of the members of his family, the 
secret being known only to his steward, a 
man named Kun Koesard. The son of this 
Count Bethlen found himself so impoverished 
on succeeding to his father’s honors and 
estates that he was compelled to sell the 
castle and much of the landed property, 
which were bought through a third party by 
the steward in question. 


— 

Having thus obtained posdeasion of the 
castle and its hidden treasure, the steward 
had the good sense not to make at first any 
undue display of his wealth derived from the 
great hoard concealed by his master. But 
later on he commenced to propitiate the gav- 
ernment, and particularly the crown, by 
munificent gifts to charities in which the 
emperor and the members of the reigning 
dynasty were more particularly interested. 
He was eventually rewarded with the title of 
count, and with a seat.in the Hungarian 
house of lorde for his philanthropy. Nor 
would any one have ever known anything 
about the hidden treasure had not in his old 
age a man named Moses Berde, whose father 
had been employed in some humble capacity 
in the castle, obteined possession of his 
secret and blackmailed him to such an extent 
that he waa obliged to appeal for assistance 
to the authorities. He died before the man 
could be brought to justice, leaving the rem- 
nants of his fortune to charitable institu- 
tions; nor were the Bethiens ever able to re- 
cover any of the property. 

Another Count Bethlien—Count Gregory— 
came prominently before the public some 
years ago, as the champion of Princess Ar- 
thur Odescalchi, whose husband, after having 
divorced two other wives, became so insane- 
ly jealous of her that he kept her a prisoner 
in his castle of Szolesany in Hungary, sta- 
tianing armed retainers at the door of her 
apartments. Somehow the princess managed 
to communicate the news of her treatment to 
Count Bethlen, who lost no time in informing 
the authorities at Pesth about the affdir. 
The princess was thereupon summoned by 
the judicial courts at Pesth to appear before 
them to give evidence as to whether she had 
been deprived of her liberty. 

= 

After some demur the prince consented to 
release his wife and to permit her to obey the 
summons of the court. Whereupon she 
promptly instituted divorce proceedings 
against him on the ground of cruelty and ob- 
tained a dissolution of the marriage. Sue 
was by birth a Countess Julia Zichy, and, 
contrary to expectation, did not marry her 
champion, who had to fight a duel with the 
prince, in which he received a severe wound 
in the shoulder. 

The fight between Count Bethien and the 
prince included a charge by the former that 
the prince was responsible for the theft of 
a pocketbook containing papers of value, 
but which the prince believed to contain 
correspondence between the princess and the 
count, 


— . ; 

King George's proceedings for libel against 
Mylius serve to recall the fact that the late 
King Leopold of Belgium, who played the 
part of a sovereign only in Beigium, affect- 
ing the role of a plain business man, financier, 
‘and promoter beyond the borders of his do- 
minions, also invoked the ordinary libellaws 
to secure redress for attacks on his financial 
operations and his private life. It was not, 
however, in Belgium, where euch action on 
his part would have been imposdible, but in 
Germany. : 

Some particularly scandalous accusations 
had been brought against him in one of the 
leading newspapers at urg, and instead 
of making application for redress and for 
protection to the German government he 
instituted civil and criminal proceedings 
against the editor in the ordinary courts of 
law at Hamburg, asking for heavy pecuniary 
damages for the libel and for the imprison- 
ment of its perpetrator. 

But while he secured judgment in his favor 
and the damages for which he sued, the 
process was attended by so many difficulties 
and complications as to deter him from ever 
again instituting legal proceedings of the 
same kind in any foreign country; and from 
that time forth he allowed not only the for- 
eign, but even the domestic press, to say what 
they liked about him.

It is not often that a peeress gains a step 
in rank by marrying a commoner. But this 
is what happened to Lady Beatrice Mon- 
creiffe, whose death took place suddenly 
while motoring'the other day. She was born 
as the daughter of the late Duke of West- 
minster, and as a young girl enjoyed a place 
on thé table of precedence above the wives 
of earls, viscounts, and barons. When she 
‘married Lord Chesham, who was a baron, 
she took her place among the wives of barons 
and retained it as his widow. When, how- 
ever, last summer she married John Mon- 
creiffe, brother of Sir Robert Moncrieffe, and 


| of Georgiana Lady Dudley she recovered her 


precedence as a duke’s daughter and once 
more took the pas of the wives of earls 
and viscounts. 

This is in accordance with the English rule 
that the daughter of a peer who marries a 
cemmoner retains the precedence that comes 
to her by birth, whereas if she marries a 
peef she is compelled to share his particular 
Place on the table of precedence. It is for 
this reason that Sir Edward Malet declined 
the offer of a peerage on retiring from the 
British ambassedorship at Berlin.

. IMPROVEMENTS ON MICHIGAN 
AVENUE, 

Chicago, Feb. 4—[To the Friend of the 
People. I— Will you kindly advise what 
seems to be the cause of the delay in plac- 
ing the ornamental electric lights which 
were promised for Michigan avenue north 
from Park row? It is now a year and a 
half since the street was widened, and there 
are still no evidences of the new lights. 
The temporary lights on the thoroughfare 
are inadequate and, indeed, an eyesore. 

Is it the intention to leave the pavement 
on Michigan avenue north of Jackson boule- 
vard in its present condition? In some 
stretches there are three different kinds of 
pavement—asphalt, granite block, and mac- 
adam. L. 

* contract for lamp posts for the sidewalks 
and safety islands in Michigan avenue north of 
Park row was let by the south park commiesioners 
Nov. 18, 1910. an@ under. this contract the de- 
livery and installation of lamp posts will begin 
within a few weeks. 

The temporary lights now in use were placed 
there for the purpose of ascertaining by actual 
experience the best of many methods of lighting 
thie street and the method which was decided 
upon was chosen after the most careful coneicera- 
tion. 

In the last report of the south park commis- 
sioners, copy of which I send herewith, on page 
25. is a detailed description of the methods which 
were tested in the temporary lighting. 

On June 15, 1010, an ordinance for the improve- 
ment of Michigan avenue from Jackson boulevard 
to Randolph street was passed by the south perk 
commissioners. Thie ordinance provides for a 
street paving of asphaltic concrete, new and wider 
sidewalks, safety islands, and uniform lamp posts. 
This work ie to be paid for by special assessment, 
and as soon as the assessment can be collected 
the work will be begun. It le boped to begin not 
later than April. 

The commissioners say in their last report con- 
cerning the improvement of Michigan avenue: 
‘‘ When completed, the commissioners feel con- 
fident this stretch of boulevard will acceptably 
fill ite place dey and night as a conspi feature 
of Chicago's central distriet.

To Senators Gamble, Bailey, and Heyburn,

Gentlemen: I address you in this open

MAY ADVANCE TOURIST FARES 


Passenger Officials Meet in Chi- 
cago Today to Confer. 


EASTERN LINES WANT RAISE. 


Some Roads Do Not Believe They Get 
Enough on Summer Travel. 


Whether the rates for summer tourist fares 
are to be advanced during the coming sum- 
mer season both east and west of Chicago 
may be determined at separate meetings of 
the eastern and western passenger officials 
to be held here today. 

Among some. of the eastern roads who are 
members of the Central Passenger assécia- 
tion there is a strong disposition to seek an 
increase for this year over the basis for sum- 
mer tourist rates adopted during the last two 
years from a fare and one-third plus 81 50 
for the round trip to a fare and a half. 

This would increase the rates from Chicago 
to New York, Boston, or the New Engtend 
and New Jersey seacoast resorts from $25.50 
to $27 for the differentia) lines, and from 
$27.50 to $80 for the standard lines, the New 
York Central and Pennsylyania. This plan, 
however, is said to be likely to fall through 
on account of the attitude of the Grand 


Trunk, which started the summer tourist 


fares by making low rates to Canadian and 
New England points and is not inclined to 
advance them. 


Advance to West Coast Sought. 


It was understood that the summer tourist rates 
to the Pacific coast had been fixed at 72.50 for 
the round trip at a recent meeting of the Trans- 
continental Passenger association. but these rates 
have not been announced, and some of the lines 
that were ce represented have been arguing for 
an advance of §2.50 from the Missouri river and 
$5. from Chicago. 

This question is expected to be definitely de- 
cided at another meeting of the transcontinental 
lines during the day, ailtnough the eastern rates 
will probably require several meetings before a 
decision as to the exact umount of the rates is 
reached. 

There is said to be no doubt that some basis of 
reduced rates for summer travel will be adopted 
as in the last two years, but the roads in all sec- 
tions of the country are seeking every means to 
increase their revenues and they are of different 
minds as to the Lest methods. 

The roads operating in the central states have 
been notified by the postoffice authorities that the 
quadrennial weighing of the maile in this district 
is to begin this year about Feb. 20, and the roads 
have been advised to have the scales and men 
in readiness, although the date is not yet definite. 


Gain in Alton Earnings. 


Partly through comparison with a poor month of 
the last fiscal year the December report of the Chi- 
cago and Alton shows improvement over preceding 
months. The balance applicable to interest charges 
showed a gain of 7.9 per cent for the firet month 
of the current year. This followed a gross gain 
of 16.4 per cent and a net gain of 14.5 per cent. 
The operating ratio was still above that of last 
year, 76.60, comparing’ with 76.20 per cent. 

The statement for the half year, however, shows 
an increase in the operating ratio from 60.32 to 
72.74 per cent, changing an 8.2 per cent gain in 
gross to a 25.6 per cent loss in net revenue, and 
giving a 39.6 per cent decrease in balance for inter- 
est.

Illinois Tunnel Company aud

Rumors were in circulation last night that 
a definite proposition will be made at the 
annual convention of the National Independ- 
ent Telephone agsociation at the La Salle 
hotel today om the part of J. P. Morgan &

Telegraph company. It was reported about 
the hotel that the Morgan representatives 
will make an effert to take the convention by 
storm. 

On the other hand, many of the strongest 
independents declared a merger is impossible 
at present and that the rumors ere part of 
a campaign to cause uneasiness among the 
small independents and if possible break the 
independent ranks 

Opposed by Tunnel 

The merger project would be fought bit- 
terly by the Illinois Tunnel company, which 
under the terms of its ordinance cannot unite 
with the American, better known as the Bel) 
company. It also is known that the Kinloch 
Long Distance Telephone and the Kinloch 
Telephone companies, both of St. Louis, the 
largest and strongest independent company 
in the United States, will decline to enter into 
any merger proposition. 

The independents rely on the combined 
front of the IlMnois Tunnel and Kinloch com- 
panies to resist the encroachments of the 
American company and the Morgan inter- 
ests. 


Merger Checked in Ohio. 


Rumors were circulated that a ‘‘ commit- 


tee of seven” independents of Ohio, which 


has been in conference with Henry P. Davi- 
son of J. P. Morgan & Co. in New York on 
@ proposition for the absorption of several 
of the largest Ohio independent companies, 
would take a hand in the stampede move- 
ment, but this was denied by an Ohio inde 
pendent.
